The first- Americans 
were gold-seekers who, intent on getting at wealth 
buried deep beneath the rocks of the mountains 
and grave! along the streams, were blind to the 


} riches that lay upon the surface. More than a 


dozen years after. the gold was discovered which 


drew the first immigrants to California, the small 


population of the State nearly starved for lack of 
bread. A quarter of a century passed before any 
dweller in- California began to see that there was 
more wealth to be obtained in the soil along ‘the 
plains and in the valleys in a year than in the mines 
in a decade. The mines were sure to become ex- 


Ahausted, but the fertile plains were good for crops 
for a thousand years. 
After the hundreds and thotsands had sought | 
wealth in the imines and one in ten found any- 


thing, one in a thousand a competency and one 
in ten thousand riches, a few began to cultivate 
the valleys. .Along thé river bottoms something 


/might “be done, and where water could be had 
vineyards might be safe, Thus another decade 


passed, and the great San Joaquin Valley was still 
regarded as of some value as a pasture for two or 
three seasons out of five.
